The Embassy of the United States of America presents its compliments to 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs of the Republic of El Salvador and proposes that, 
on a reciprocal basis, dependents of employees of the United States Government 
assigned to official duty in El Salvador and dependents of employees of the 
Salvadoran Government assigned to official duty in the United States be author- 
ized to be employed in the receiving country. In this regard, it is proposed that 
an agreement be reached according to the following terms. 

I. It is understood for the purpose of this agreement that official employees 
of missions refers to diplomatic, consular, administrative, and technical personnel 
and attaches and assistants who have the necessary requirements to perform their 
duties in each country. 

II. Dependents of employees assigned to official duty in El Salvador or the 
United States who are not citizens of either of the two countries are also 
included in this agreement. 

III. Dependents included are: Spouses, unmarried dependent children under 
21 years of age, unmarried dependent children under 25 years of age who are 
full time students, unmarried children who may be physically or mentally dis- 
abled. 

IV. In the case of dependents of official Salvadoran employees who seek 
employment in the United States, an official request must be made by the Salva- 
doran Embassy in Washington, D.C., to the Office of Protocol in the Department 
of State. Upon verification that the person is eligible under the terms of the 
agreement, the Salvadoran Embassy will be officially informed by the Office of 
Protocol that the permit to accept employment is granted.

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V. In the case of official U.S. employees dependents who seek employment 
in El Salvador, the request shall be made by the United States Embassy in El 
Salvador to the Ministry of Foreign Affairs of El Salvador, which similarly, will 
inform the United States Embassy if the dependents are eligible to accept 
employment. 

VI. As to dependents who obtain employment under the terms of this agree- 
ment and who have immunity and privileges from the receiving country, in 
accordance with Article 31 of the Vienna Convention on Diplomatic Relations, 1 
or in accordance with the Convention on Privileges and Immunities of the United 
Nations, 2 or any other applicable international agreement, immunity from civil 
and administrative jurisdiction with respect to all matters arising out of such 
employment is hereby irrevocably waived. 

VII. Employed dependents will also be subject to the labor laws in the 
receiving state, and are required to pay income and social security taxes and any 
other similar taxes on any remuneration received as a result of employment. 

The Embassy of the United States of America further proposes that, if the 
content of this note is accepted by the Government of the Republic of El Sal- 
vador, this note and the Government of El Salvador's reply concurring therein 
shall constitute an agreement between our two governments which shall be termi- 
nated upon receiving official written notification from either government on its 
intention to terminate it. 

The Embassy of the United States of America avails itself of this oppor- 
tunity to renew to the Ministry of Foreign Affairs of the Republic of El Salvador 
the assurances of its highest consideration.

Los dependientes de los empleados asignados en Mision Oficial en El 
Salvador o en los Estados Unidos, que no sean ciudadanos de ninguno de los 
dos paises, tambien estan incorporados al presente acuerdo. 

III. Los dependientes incluidos son: El conyuge, hijos solteros menores de 
25 anos que sean estudiantes a tiempo completo, hijos solteros menores de 21 
ahos, hijos solteros que esten fisica o mentalmente incapacitados. 

IV. En el caso de dependientes de los empleados de El Salvador que deseen 
trabajar en los Estados Unidos, la Embajada de El Salvador en Washington 
debera solicitar oficialmente ante la Oficina de Protocolo en el Departamento de

Estado dicho permiso. Despues de verificar si la persona reune los requisitos que 
exige el presente acuerdo, la Oficina de Protocolo notificara oficialmente a la 
Embajada de El Salvador que el permiso ha sido otorgado para desempenar el 
empleo. 

V. En el caso de dependientes de los empleados de los Estados Unidos que 
deseen trabajar en El Salvador, la solicitud sera presentada por la Embajada de 
los Estados Unidos en El Salvador, al Ministerio de Relaciones, quien en la 
misma forma, notificara a la Embajada de los Estados Unidos, si el dependiente 
puede aceptar el empleo. 

VI. Los familiares dependientes que acepten empleo en las condiciones 
estipuladas en la presente nota y que gocen de inmunidades o privilegios en el 
pais anfitrion, de conformidad con lo establecido en el Articulo 31 de la 
Convencion de Viena, o de acuerdo a la Convencion sobre Privilegios e 
Inmunidades de las Naciones Unidas o cualquier otro acuerdo internacional 
aplicable, renuncian irrevocablemente a tratos privilegiados en todos aquellos 
asuntos que puedan surgir como consecuencia del trabajo que desempeiian. 

VII. Los dependientes que se encuentren desempenando trabajos quedaran 
sujetos a toda la legislation laboral del pais anfitrion, y estaran social y cualquier 
otro impuesto similar. La Embajada de los Estados Unidos de America propone 
asimismo que si el contenido de la presente nota es aceptado por el Gobierno 
de la Republica de El Salvador, la respuesta y aceptacion de este, constituira el 
acuerdo entre ambos Gobiernos, el cual entraria en vigencia a partir de la fecha 
en que la nota de respuesta sea emitida y para el caso de darlo por terminado, 
sera necesario de parte de cualquiera de los dos Gobiernos, el envio de una 
notification oficial por escrito, con 90 dias de anticipation, expresando la 
intention, de darlo por terminado. La Embajada de los Estados Unidos de 
America aprovecha esta oportunidad para renovar al Ministerio de Relaciones
